1 concise view of the Westminster Catechism. 
NO. }. 

In the following dissertation on the Westminster 
Catechism, the writer will endeavour to show 
its absurdity, by comparing one part with an 
ether, and with reason. 

It will be understood that all parts which are 
taken into consideration are not considered as ab- 
surd, but to show the absurdity of other parts, if 
these aretruc. It may be necessary, sometimes, 
to consider the tenets of the Calvinists. 

First. —Man’s chief end is to glorify God, and 
enjoy him for ever.—That is, man must strive to 
his utmost to do, or obtain that which he cannot, 
unless it is so decreed from all eternity (7th, or 
20th.) though he use his utmost endeavours ; and 
it can be no enjoyment or glory to God, to see 
those persons writhing in the torments of hell, 
whom he designed expressly for his own pleasure, 
much less can it be to man, to suffer everlasting 
pain. 

Second.—The word of God, which is contained 
in the Scriptures, &c.—These are the only rule. 
and written by inspiration. They must be in 
themselves sufficient and clear, to teach men their 
duty, without the numberless expositions of them 
by Scott, and others. 

Third.—If the Scriptures principally teach, 
&c.—Why do we have so many Creeds, Articles 
of Faith, and Religious Observances, which are 
not mentioned in the Scriptures ?
